I nited States is sold to Britain and 
her allies by British carriers at five 
times less than it is sold to Switz­ 
erland and other neutral countries. 
An attempt is being made to es-»

As it now is, Italy must buy, for in­ 
stance, all bet' cotton through Liv­ 
erpool agents, thus 
permitting

The secret of how America is to 
overcome these difficulties, at least 
in part, is the investment of Ameri­ 
can capital in European countries 
and the establishment of American 
banking facilities. The National City 
bank of Ne\v York already has ta ­ 
ken steps in this direction in Milan 
and Genoa. 
The Americans are the only peo­ 
ple the Italians do not fear politi­ 
cally. 
Before the war Germany was 
a big factor in Italy’s commercial 
life. 
The Italians say it never will 
be so again.
